ure thereof shall be ascertained by weight, and shal-
be computed as follows : Fifty pounds shall constitute a 
bushel of rape seed.

2he people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The stockholders of all corporations in- On• vote for auk 
corporated under the laws of this state, shall be enti- 
tled to one vote for every share of stock held and own-
ed by them, at every meeting of the stockholders of 
such company, and at every election of officers of said 
company ; and at such elections every stockholder in 
the company shall be entitled to cast one vote for every 
share of stock owned by him or her, for the directors of 
such company, either in person or by proxy duly made nowaulbecut. 
and executed as may be required by the by-laws of such 
corporation. 

SxcrrioN 2. It shall be the duty of the directors of Anneur misting 
every corporated company to call and order all elec.. 	°I" 
tions of officers of such companies annually, and in case 
they refuse so to do, the stockholders thereof who do 
own and represent a majority of the stock of said com-
pany, may call an election upon giving the notice re-
quired to be given by the directors, by the rules and 
by-laws of such company; and at such meeting the 
stockholders may elect one of their members president, 
and three of their members to act as inspectors of said 
election, who shall receive, canvass, certify and declare 
the result of such election, and such election shall be 
as valid as if it had been called by the directors, as 
provided by the act of incorporation, or the by-laws of 
the company. 
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Application. SECTION 8. This act shall apply to all corporations 
created by or under the laws of this state, and any and 
all acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith, are 
hereby repealed.
